TRAINER LAKELAND AT NEW ORLEANS. 

Revisits Track Where He Rode When a Boy — Some 
of His Racing Conps. 

New Orleans. La.. .Tauuary 2:i.- -Wniiaui Lake- 
land arrived here a few days ago on his annual 

winter visit to New Orleans. In these later years 
•Mr. Lakeland is iK)t so actively engaged in racing 
as lie formerly was in tlie dai-s of the elder 
Engenian and of the old Brighton Beach and Gut- 
tenberg tracks. Then lie owned and trained a big 
stable of rai*ers, many of them high class and all 
of them useful ones. He made a fm’tiine in the 
business and is now taking life easy, only racing 
a few each year, mainly of his own breeding. 

Near Lexington Mr. I.ukeland lias a band of some 
twenty o<ld brotKlmares, and his ^oicely bred 

stallion. Goldcrest. This was a good race horse, 
though not a great one. He combines fashionable 
'strains of English blood, and while he has no really 
iiigii-class performers to his credit his get have 
sliowii very goixl average runuing quality. At 

Brighton Beacli I..;ikchind has a half dozen two- 
year-olds by Goldcrest that lie will raee next sum- 
mer. He thinks there may lie one or two fair ones 
in the lot, and Ijesides he has a cvlt by Nasturtium 
that he thinks a goial deal of. 

Lakeland belongs to the old coterie of eastern 
trainers, inclnding such men as Rowe, Rogers, 
Hyland. M<.*C^>rniiek, Welsh, etc., all of whom 
have been eminently successful, and are now after 
a lifetime devoted to racing, in positions to retire 
from tlie sport, had they the inclination to do so. 
It is peculiar, however, and especially as illus- 
trating the fascination racing has for those who 
have been intimately associated with^ it, that very 
few of the old-timers ever desire to completely sever 
turf eoiiuections. Tliey want to remain in harness, 
and ixmld not in? contented aw’ay from the excite 
ment of the race i*ourse. Lakeland is one of the 
liest horsemen this country has ever produced. The 
writer recalls two instances in his career as trainer 
that happened years ago, either of which woiilu 
have made the reputation of any ordinary trainer, 
j One was when he won a handicap at Brighton 
I Beach. ai*out the third race, with Exile, and then 
walked the horse across to Sheepshead Bay — both 
tracks ninning in opposition — and beat Baruum in 
a cup race at two miles and a quarter. 

Tile other was u similar double victory achieve*! 
a few y<*ars later, though not on the same day, 
with that high-class, but bud-tcinpered and erratic 
horse. Tea Tiray. Lakeland w«m a iiandicap at 
Brighton Bea<-h with Tea Tray on the Saturday, 
put him oil a IsNit. shipped him -to Long Beach 
and won tlie F<»urth «»f July Handicap at the old 
.Moiiinoulh Dark truck with him i>n the Monday 
following. With such a horse as Tea Tray this was 
no mean feat, for in those days the Fourtli of Jul.v 
Handicap always brought out liigb-class fields, and 
it was just about as hard to w’in as a Brooklyn or 
Suburban is now.

The only exeitenient of th<* aftenuMin occ urred in 
tlie lietting ring wli«*u a <*ouple of track iHiliceimni 
grablied liookmaker Ja<*k Sturgis and esi*orted him 
off the grcainds. A few nights ago Sturgis Ldlow**d 
Fred C<M>k out of tlie St. Charles Hotel aud started 
a figlit with Ctjok, only to be badly bruised.

two men ever since. Today they drew adjoining 
stands In the ring aud a couple of policemen were 
stationed between thfm to prevent disorder. After 
the third race Sturgis left ids stand and rushed 
amund the ring to lie! on Black Burn. He trieii 
to pass between his own lM»ok and Cwk's and. a 
iNilicHiuaii. thinking that Sturgis intend**d to airaiu 
assanli Co*»k, grablK*<l him and led him to the gate. 
M'hen matters were exi»lalned. Styrgls was per- 
mitted to go back to his iKKik aud resume business. 

In the closing race. whi*h was won by Lady 
Alicia, j«H*key Ott drew the finish fine and almost 
tlirew the ra**e away. Ijidy .Vlicia was winning 
«*asUy at the sixteenth post ami Ott then t«K»k her 
uiid**r restraint. Near the eml Milshora and John 
McBride came fast and wen* overtaking the h*adei 
at every stride, ott realized his mistake in time, 
how«*ver. and went to tlie whip and I.ad.v Alicia 
increasiMl her spe«*d and xvou by a half length. 
The judges cautioned Ott to ride his hoises out in 
the future, 

•\iiother jiK'ke.v caiin* in for otticial censure during 
tlic afterinsm, the starter sus|>ending J. W. Murphy 
for six days for disolK*dienee at the post on Bonart 
in the se<*ond ra**e.

CAUTIOUS IN MAKING STAKE NOMINATIONS 

■*IIors«*iiK*n are exercising more disi’riminatiou 
ill making nominations for stakes this year than 
lin*y ever did ta-fore,” says Secretary John Itoileii 
of the Brighton Beach Racing Association. "Having 
ha«I to |»ay hcav.v forfeits on bad hor.s**s in tht 
past has apparently taught them that it is essimti^l 
to apply business uietho<ls to the management ot 
their stables. 

•’While the nominations for our stakes are only 
^ 8evenly-two iK*r cent, of the aggr«*gate of last s<*a- 
HUi. eightc*en more nominators have made entries 
than did then. In races in which Harry Payne 
M'hitue.v made nine or ten iiominations last season, 
he makes but five or six this season. James R. 
K«*eiic nominates four or five as against eight or 
. nine f«»r last year, Augjist Belmont from ilir*t‘ to 
live as ,ggainst *from six to eight, Riehard T. Wil 
son, Jr., one or two as against four or five, and 
^ so on down tlie line. ’Hiis is in no sense due to a 
s<’ar<*it.v of horses. 

‘‘It is not on iveord that the bre«*ding farms have 
sought to curtail their output liecause the shut 
ting up of the gn*at w’estern tracks. On the eon 
trar.v tlic noniinutious for the great pnalnce races 
of BrightAUi Beach and Sheepshead Bay. the Futur- 
ity aud the Brighton Produc**, which closed re- 
c«*ntiy, are more numerous than ever liefiH’e.

These are s]ie<*lal privileges that give to tlie 
tracks named the right to etmdnct racing under 
certain modified fuiins of betting. Tlie validity of 
this charter was tested some ten or a dozen yt*ars 
ago in a suit brought against the Latonia Joe-key 
Club, the charti'r Iming deelared constitutional l»y 
the Kentucky State Court of Appeals. That a fall 
me«‘ting was not attempted at Ijonisville last year, 
was not l>ecaust* such a meeting could not liave 
l^eeii given, under restraining orders from the 
courts if necessary, but merely for political reasons 
I»ertaining to the municipal election in Ixmisville 
at that time. Such reasons do not now exist, so 
tliat all the talk about there Ix-ing no spring meet- 
ing at the Falls City is much in the nature of a 
tem|»est in a teapot. S. B. Weems.
